of NCAC as its agency. An Aug. 15 
deadline was also established 
threatening withdrawal of county 
"sponsorship" as well, "unless 
changes in administrative per- 
sonnel, beginning at the top, are 
made -that will bring the 
organization back to its original 
intent and purpose...." 


Charges 
of 
political 
in- 


volvement 
by the 
agency 


"completely outside the scope of 
(the NCAC's) originalintent" lay 
at the heart of the resolution. Its 
passage means simply that the 
agency no longer has the en- 
dorsement of Navarro County's 
governing body. 


Of the two actions involved in 


the resolution, the loss of 
designation is more important/ In 
another county "sponsorship" 
may include buildings or real 
property that the respective 
county may have donated to the 
local 
Community 
Action 


Program. There has been no 
donation of monies or property 
from Navarro County, although 
the county has coordinated or 
participated in activities in the 
field with the NCAC. 


With the loss of the designation 


Friday, the way is left open for 
direct designation of the agency 
by the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity. The OEO handbook 
states that an investigative team 
from the state OEO office must 
visit the area, in this case 
Navarro County, and make its 
recommendation. 


Robertson County, for in- 


stance, lost its designation by the 
county after CAP's county- 
appointed executive director 
there found himself at odds with 
his own employes.

During the regular business session of 


the monthly meeting of the Corsicana 
school board Monday night, the board 
renewed a contract with auditors; 
received an installment check; heard a 
request. for contributions toward a 
teacher orientation film; renewed its 
membership in Region XII Education 
service center and granted bids. 


Euin Frank, business manager, 


recommended that the contract with 
Wilcbx, Patillo and Brown be renewed 
and the board approved. Bob Willard is 
the local manager of the auditing firm. 


Upon* request of school district 


superintendent, Joe Seale, the board 
also renewed its membership in Region 
Xn Education Service Center in Waco. 
Seale told the board that the center 
conducts testing for the school, provides 
a film library, and sponsors several 
teacher projects. 


The board received a check from, 


Jaycee president Mackie Harral for 
$4,599.57, the third installment for 
paying the parking lot of Tiger Field. 
Harral said that two previous checks for 
the project amounted to $10,900.76, 
leaving $20,358.53 needed to complete 
payments. 


Richard Parker, of the Chamber of 


Commerce, asked the board for a $150 
contribution toward a film about Cor- 
sicana that could be used as orientation 
for new teachers. He said the film would 
be 10 minutes long, in color, and with 
narration.

It would be prepared by graduate 


students at Texas Christian University, 
under direction of Dr. R. C. Norris. It 
would then belong to the chamber, but 
would be available for school use, said 
Parker. The board chose to table the 
decision.' 


The board accepted a bid from Peter 


McDonald for $300 to completely remove 
an old wooden building from behind 
Jackson High School. 


Frank recommended the bid, on the 


basis that the building was a "potential 
firecracker" 
and McDonald would 


completely clear the lot. In answer to 
questioning by board member Maco 
Stewart, Frank explained that the 
wiring was no longer connected and that 
the plumbing was not usable. He added 
that the building had not been used in 
two or three,years. 


The board also accepted bids from 


Gulf Oil Company for gasoline for 17.70 
cents for regular and 19.70 cents for 
premium. Other bidders included 
Continental Oil Company and Mobil Oil 
Corporation. 


Bids on oil were not accepted, pending 


further study on prices by Frank. 


The board also accepted bids for 


cafeteria food items. Getting bids were 
Mrs. Baird, bread; Third Avenue 
Market and Texas Wholesale, meat 
items; A-l Prest Control; Frozen Food., 
miscellaneous food items; Frito-Lay, 
Inc., potato chips; Swift, ice cream; 
Coca-Cola and Dr. Pepper vending 
machines and Roberts, peanut and 
crackers. 


Bids for milk were given to Boswell, 


with service stipulations. 


No bids were accepted for eggs. 
In a maintenance report, Seale noted 


that the work was progressing "nor- 
mally" and thanked county Agriculture 
Agent Gene Sears for his work on the 
new turf on Tiger Field. 


Not present at the meeting were board 


members Albert Sanders and Dr. John 
Harper. 


A public hearing on the school 


district's preliminary budget was set for 
noon Aug. 2 in the school administration 
building by the school board Monday 
night. 


At the meeting, the board will review a 


preliminary budget presented by school 
superintendent Joe Seale and the ad- 
ministrative staff.

Shiels told the Commission that he has 


supplied trees in the past for the Dallas 
Park Board and with Regional Airport's 
announced intention to landscape 4,000 
of its 16,000 acre site, "people are afraid 
there won't be a tree left to buy if the 
airport buys up everything." 


He said there isn't anyone within 200 


miles of Dallas presently growing trees 
to meet this new demand in a era of 
scarcity, and those being bought and 
planted in Dallas presently are having to 
be brought in from Oklahoma and South 
Texas from around Houston and the 
Coast. 


Even the smallest of trees, he pointed 


out sell for $35, and when they get up to 2 
to 3 inches in diameter they sell for $75 to 
$100, and at 4 to 5 inches for $100 up to 
$150 each. 


Shiels said if he could make a deal with 


Corsicana, he wanted to either buy or 
lease 25 acres on the lakeshore due to the 
availability of water which he also would 
buy from the city to grow the trees. He 
proposed as payment 5,000 trees which 
the city could sell at its discretion in 
varying stages of maturity. The bigger 
the tree the higher price it could bring at 
sale, varying the amount of revenue 
Corsicana could derive. 


"I expect to make money at this and 


you can, too, depending on how many 
and when you (city) want to sell your 
trees;" he said in holding out the 
possibilities Corsicana's share could 
mean from a quarter to a half million 
dollars. 


Commissioner H. R^Strqube Jr., said 


-Sfiiete' proposal ^imded almdstltdtf'gbwr 
to be true, but he was favorably disposed 
to consider it further after Com- 
missioner Bob Scott informed fellow 
members he knew Shiels and knew him 
to be a "good businessman". "I was 
surprised to see Mr. Shiels here today," 
Scott said. _ 


Shiels said if the city couldn't sell land 


at the lake, but could legally work out a 
lease arrangement, he would prefer a 12 
to 15 year lease. He pointed out that 
seedlings would grow in four to five 
years to the size and price range of the 
$100 and up class. 


There will be almost an unlimited 


demand by the airport alone for trees for 
years, he pointed out, as the airport's 
development is planned (landscaping, at 
least) in at least five phases, not to 
mention the demand from other buyer 
sources. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood advised Shiels 


this was something the Commission 
would want to talk over in consultation 
with its City Attorney. He was then 
asked by Manager Brockman to submit 
a written proposal for study and possible 
action at a later date. 


The Commission tabled consideration 


of recommendations from the Board of 
Tax Equalization when none of its 
members was present and the com- 
mittee of Commissioners P. D. Fullwood 
and Bob Scott, previously appointed by 
the mayor, said they needed more time 
to explore the matter. Following an 
informal conference at which Chairman 
L. E. McGary had outlined the Board's 
recommendations last week, the two- 
man committee had been created.

Seven Steps in Preventing 


Plant Disease Problems

County Agricultural Agent 


Each year we examine many 


different garden problems. A 
large number of the problems are 
caused by some type disease. 
Very seldom can a plant disease 
be cured, but by following 
various 
cultural 
practices, 


prevention is possible. The 
following seven steps, if prac- 
ticed, will help prevent many of 
our disease problems: 


1. Rotate the location of the 


vegetable garden—growing a 
certain vegetable crop in the 
same location not over a period of 
3 to 5 years. Vegetables of the 
same family should not be grown 
in the same location since 
vegetables in the same family 
will have common diseases. 


2. Avoid growing susceptible 


varieties on soil infested with 
blight, wilt, nematodes, and root 
rot. 
. 


3. Grow disease-resistant, 


adapted varieties. 


4. Fertilize the garden soil 


according to a soil test. 


5. Use transplants or seed 


grown under disease free con- 
ditions. 


6. Spray the vegetables with 


fungicides and correct timing of 
chemical applications to insure a 
high level of disease control. 


7. Inspect the garden regularly. 


To spray applications properly, 
regular inspections and ob- 
servations of disease conditions 
are necessary. 


Proper care for roses at this 


time of the year will insure at- 
tractive plants and abundant 
flowers this fall. With the arrival 
of hot "summer, interest is 
frequently lost in the rose bed 
because the flowers are small 
and have poor color and quality. 


A small amount of work now 


will pay big dividends this fall 
when weather conditions are 
more favorable for roses. 


As the flowers fade and petals 


fall, remove the old flowers. If 
this is not done, food and energy 
will go into useless seed 
production rather than plant 
growth and continued flower 
production. When removing 
spent flowers make the cut just 
above the second five-leaflet leaf 
above the main cane or branch. 
This same'rule holds true when 
cutting flowers for use in 
arrangements. Cuts made higher 
on the cane will usually result in 
blind shoots or deformed flowers. 


Roses are heavy users of 


nutrients and require regular 
applications of fertilizer for 
optimum growth. Use a complete 
fertilizer every four to six weeks 
and follow the rates recom- 
mended by the manufacturer. Do 
not fertilize after mid-July or 
early August in order to allow 
plants to mature and be less 
susceptible to winter injury. 


Iron Chlorosis could be a 


problem and it is suggested that a 
copy of L-435, "Iron Chlorosis", 
be obtained. Follow the in- 
structions given in this bulletin to 
overcome this problem. 


During hot dry weather, water 


rose beds thoroughly every week, 
soaking the soil to a depth of eight 
to ten inches. 


Continue the preventive spray 


program for blackspot and 
mildew control. Dusting with a 
fungicide is fairly effective; 
however, much better control can 
obtained by spraying. Maneb or 
Phaltan 
are 
excellent 


materials 
for 
preventing 


blackspot; whereas, Phaltan or 
Karathane are best for mildew 
control. Secure a copy of MP-575, 
"A Guide for Controlling disease 
on Ornamental Plants." Com- 
plete information on controlling 
rose as well as other plant 
diseases is 
given 
in the 


publication. 


For beautiful roses, it is 


essential to apply a preventive 
spray each week from the time 
the new growth starts in the 
spring until a killing frost in the 
fall. During periods of high 
temperature and dry weather, 
the interval between applications 
may be extended to ten days or 
two weeks until mid-August, then 
return to the weekly application. 


The extra effort expended in 


proper summer care will be 
amply rewarded with abundant 
flowers and attractive foliage in 
the fall. 


Fungicides which can be used 


are Karathane, Actidone PM, 
and Folpet. Sulfur may also be 
used. However, use sulfur with 
care or burn may occur if en- 
vironmental conditions are not 
optimal for its use. Other 
fungicides such as Captan and 
Aineb are not effective for 
powdery mildew; thus many 
homeowners do net get the 
desired control when using them. 


Repeated applications of the 


recommended materiabhould be 
made at 5-7 day intervals until a 
minimum of three have been 
made. Weather conditions may 
necessitate 
additional 
ap- 


plications to keep the disease 
controlled. The secret to powdery 
mildew control is selection of the 
right material and its repeated 
use. 
' 


Many plants, such as Crepe 


Myrtle, Rose and Euonymus are 
showing signs of a fungal disease 
known as powdery mildew. This 
disease, as the name implies, 
gives the plant the appearance of 
being covered with a powdery 
substance such as talc. 


Powdery mildew is difficult to 


control; 
however, 
if 
the 


homeowner will use the proper 
fungicide and - make repeated 
applications, a successful job can 
be done. 


Abnormal growth or galls are 


showing up on many ornamentals 
and shade trees in the county. 


Certain insect species and 


mites cause the deformities 
which develop on the leaves, 
twigs or stems of the plants. 
Immature stages of the pest can 
often be found inside 
the 


developing galls. 


The insect eggs are laid in the 


tissues of the leaf, stem or twig 
usually prior to full development 
of the leaves. The laying and 
hatching stimulates the plant to 
form an abnormal growth at the 
point of the attack inside which 
the immature pests develop. 
Control of the abnormality 
cannot be accomplished after it 
has formed since it contains and 
protects the pest from in- 
secticidal contact. 


Most ornamental plants and 


shade trees can tolerate galls 
with no apparent 
injury; 


however, under certain con- 
ditions a sufficient number of the 
insects can damage the plant. 
Unhealthy trees are more 
susceptible than those in vigorous 
growth. 


Preventive sprays applied 


early in the growing season may 
lessen gall infestations. Control is 
impossible after the gall begins to 
form. If a preventive spray 
program is needed, applications 
should begin with new growth 
and continue at weekly intervals 
until the leaves are 
fully 


developed. 
-Information is available at the 
county agent's office on many 
other insects and their control.

JUICY WATERMELON: 


Remember when you were little 
and a big chunk of red, juicy 
watermelon seemed about the 
best part of a picnic? 


You held a slice in your hands 


and took big bites. The juice 
would run down your chin, and 
when you got down to the bottom, 
the edges of the rind would be 
clear up by your ears! Well, I 
guess that's just about the very 
best way to enjoy this bright 
summer melon. 


You know that kids love them! 


They are great to take along on 
picnics and cookouts, for what's 
better than a cool and refreshing 
dessert 
that 
won't 
melt? 


Watermelons have been a 
favorite ever since they were 
used by ancient people as food 
and a source of water. The juicy 
melons are in great demand 
during the hot summer. June, 
July and August are their peak 
production months. 


Texas is the largest producer of 


watermelons, producing 600 
million pounds from 75,000 acres 
in 1970. Even though drouth 
conditions 
have 
stunted 


production 
for 
this 
year 


somewhat, Texas is still expected 
to lead with a total production of 
approximately 390 million pounds 
from 60,000 acres. 


Watermelons are grown in 


most of Texas' 254 counties, but 
major production areas are in 
south, south central and east 
Texas. The luscious red-meated 
melons are abundant now, so 
stock Up and keep plenty well 
chilled for the youngsters (and 
oldsters) in your house. 


They can also enjoy the rind, if 


you pickle it now for use this 
winter as an accompaniment to 
roast beef or other meat.

Use rind from firm, not 


overripe, watermelon. Trim off 
outer green skin and pink flesh, 
allowing a very thin line of pink to 
show. Cut into 1%-inch pieces. 
Soak overnight in salt water, 
using 3 tablespoons salt per quart 
of water. Drain well. Cover with 
fresh water and cook until tender. 
Drain. 


Heat .sugar and vinegar to 


boiling. Add spices tied up in a 
cheesecloth bag. Add prepared 
watermelon rind. 


Cook, uncovered, until rind 


turns transparent, about 15 
minutes. (If desired, a few 
minutes before boiling time is up, 
add enough green or red food 
coloring to give desired color to 
the pickles.) Remove spice bag. 
Simmer while quickly packing 
one hot sterilized jar at a time. 
Fill to within %-inch from the top. 
Be sure the vinegar solution 
covers rind. Seal each jar at 
once. 


When using pickles later on, be 


sure to keep the juices to use as a 
pleasing brush-on variation for 
barbecued chicken and turkey. 
Brush over meat minutes before 
serving, so the tart flavor doesn't 
have a chance to escape.

After struggling for years with

have to use a long heavy needle 
threaded with such heavy thread 
that the head of the needle won't 
pull through the fabric easily- 
even with a thimble or pliers. 


Try ^wearing two rubber 


thumbs-one on your thumb and 
one on your forefinger. 


I discovered this when trying to 


sew leather upholstery for my 
car seat. I found that the rubber 
surface enables me to grasp the 
needle firmly enough to push the 
needle through the fabric and yet 
at the same time protects my 
fingers. 


Since then I've found that it 


saves time and sore fingers when 
sewing pieces of carpeting 
together, or even putting buttons 
onto closely woven fabrics.

A five-page proposed student 


code of behavior was presented to 
the school board Monday night by 
Lee 
Pehnington, , assistant 


superintendent, 
on recom- 


mendation by Joe Scale, school 
district superintendent. 


The proposal is the result of 


several discussions and meetings 
by various school principals in 
the district and the 
ad- 


ministration 
staff. 
It en* 


campasses activity on all nine 
school campuses under school 
board jurisdiction. 


Scale said early today that a 


"firm code" should be adopted 
during the August 16 meeting of 
the board. 


The proposal lists behavior that 


will not be tolerated, presents 
steps and rules for suspension 
and probation, provisions for 
visitor's and unauthorized per- 
sonnel's behavior, preventive 
discipline measures for teachers 
and stipulations that students 
have the right t6 be heard. 


Behavior that will not be 


tolerated includes overt actions 
toward a teacher, administrator, 
student or adult school em- 
ployee; open disrespect for 
school rules and regulations; 
profane, vulgar and obscene 
student language, action or 
wearing apparel; any type of 
instruments'to be used in any 
method as a weapon; and any act 
of theft. 
i 


Also, throwing dangerous 


objects; destruction of school 
property or vandalism; gambling 
on or near a school campus, at 
school .activities or on trips; 
hazing of any sort; any act of 
forgery; fighting on or near the 
campus, bus or at school ac- 
tivities; truancy; and group 
disruptive activities. 


Under the suspension clause, 


students who are suspended are 
expected to remain at home 
under their parents1 supervision. 
They may not loiter on or hear 
the campus, conling on the 
campus only with permission of 
the principal. 


While on suspension; the 


student is also on probation and 
can be expelled after repeated 
suspension. He will receive a zero 
in every class he misses while 
suspended and cannot make 
them up. 


While on probation, students 


cannot campaign for or hold 
office, cannot represent the 
school, be allowed to enter 
contests or participate in school- 
sponsored trips and cannot at- 
tend school functions without 
permission of the principal. 


Under the proposal, visitors 


are asked to stop at the prin- 
cipal's office to obtain in- 
formation or guides to take them 
to areas they may wish to visit. 


Unauthorized personnel should 


be reported to the principal's 
office if they cannot be identified 
as having a legitimate reason- to 
be on campus. 


.Steps for preventive discipline 


measures for teachers were 


classroom management, a well 
planned program to meet in- 
dividual differences, ways and 
means for each child to succeed

Also included were analysis of

The proposal also includes the 


right to be heard, stating that 
students should be allowed to 
present petitions or grievances to 
the administration at any time. 
However, collection of signatures 
on petitions may be limited to 
"before and after school hours.'-

It also states that "no student 


should ever be subjected to 
disciplinary measures of any 
nature for signing a petition 
addressed to the administration, 
assuming that the petition is free 
of 
obscenities, 
libelous 


statements, and personal attacks 
and is within the bounds of 
reasonable conduct. 


Scale told the board that the 


proposal was "merely a way of 
letting you know that they (the 
principals) are concerned and 
willing to accept a leadership role 
and make proposals to the board 
and then let them make the 
policies." 


He and Pennington said that 


the code, if it is accepted, would 
be given to each principal to 
adapt to his own campus. Board 
members agreed that all students 
and their parents should have a 
copy of the code or at least be 
informed of how they could get 
one.

of the law enforcement communications 
network system.

He said 
he had learned the thing those objecting 
feared most was what could go in on the 
land under Commercial zoning, and they 
(the applicants) wanted to allay these 
fears by restricting use to the skating 
rink. 


Commissioner Scott moved the 


requested change be denied so Erwin 
could take the matter back to the 
Planning and Zoning Board. As a vote 
was taken, City Attorney Pevehouse 
gave the opinion if the Commission voted 
to deny the application "this would kill 
it" since it previously had been voted 
down by the zoning board. Scott said his 
intent was not to kill it, but to give op- 
portunity for submitting new in- 
formation by Erwin. Erwin reminded 
city officials that if it were killed at this 
point, instead of being kept tabled> it 
would mean "we would have to start 
over and under the ordinance we 
couldn't bring up a new application for 
six months." City Attorney Pevehouse 
acknowledged (his was correct, and 
suggested that if city officials still had in 
mind considering voting on this after it 
had been taken back to the Planning and 
Zoning Board the best thing to do would 
be to rescind the first motion and re- 
table.

Car-Train Crash 
Kills Local Youth 


A former star CHS basketball player, 


Johnny Bill McKinney, 19, was killed 
early Saturday when a freight train 
struck a car he was trying to drive off 
the Rock Island tracks about 3 miles 
northwest of Corsicana. 


Investigating officers said 10 other 


youths, who had been riding in and on 
the car, had tried unsuccessfully to lift it 
off the tracks before the fatal near head- 
on collision. They all escaped injury. 


Highway Patrolman Bob Turner, who 


with Patrolman Al Fisher investigated, 
said the tragedy occurred Saturday at 
12:42 a.m. as the group of high school 
and college age youths "were riding the 
rails for something to do." 


With the train approaching, rounding 


a curve, Patrolman Turner said 
McKinney had opened the driver's side 
door, preparing to jump out "but waited 
too late" in his efforts to move the car 
which had its wheels crossways with the 
tracks at a slight angle. The 1968 auto 
was demolished as it was pushed three- 
tenths a mile down the tracks, south- 
ward toward Corsicana. The young 
college student was thrown out by the 
impact with the train's five or six diesel 
engines and 26 or the train's 88 cars 
passed over the victim before it could 
stop, the officer related. 


Patrolman Turner said investigation 


showed the group had driven on the 
tracks at the Dobbins Road crossing and 
were riding atop the rails northward 
away from Corsicana. The point of the 
collision was approximately 1,200 feet 


north of a dirt road crossing 2.7 miles 
northwest of Corsicana, an area 
generally behind the Country Club. 


When they saw the flashing lights of 


the train approaching around a curve, 
southbound toward Corsicana, the 11 
occupants and those riding on the fen- 
ders and trunk attempted to lift the car 
off the rails. Failing to do so, McKinney, 
owner and driver, re-entered the car and 
tried to drive it across and off the rails. 


The car was wedged in such a way, its 


left front wheel was west of the nor- 
thbound rail, its rear wheels trying to 
move at an angle against and over the 
tracks, investigators said. 


Patrolman Turner said the car's 


headlights had been off, but were turned 
on as the train rounded the curve.. When 
crewmen of the train, Engineer Joseph 


- T.Rayburn of Hurst and Conductor H.B. 


Norris, saw the car lights come one, they 
threw on the train's brakes, but couldn't 
avoid the collision.

Should the agency not comply 


with the county commissioners' 
resolution, the county will with- 
draw its sponsorship of the 
organization, leaving the NCAC 
without a local government 
endorsement. 


County commissioner Arlon 


Simmons, who introduced the 
ordinal proposal last Monday 
morning, offered the revised 
resolution Friday and drew a 
seconding 
vote from com- 


missioner Ellis Montgomery. 
When the proposal came to a 
vote, all four commissioners 
voted "aye." 
/County; s Judge 
Kenneth 


Douglas/who opposed Simmons' 
original proposal "as stated" in 
last Monday's session, only votes 
in case of a tie. 
. The resolution reads: 


"Now, therefore, be$ resolved, 


that the Commissioners Court of 
Navarro County withdraw its 
designation of the Navarro 
County Action Committee as the 
agency for Navarro County; 


"That Navarro County further 


agrees that effective August 15, 
1971, it withdraw its sponsorship 
of said organization unless 
changes in administrative per- 
sonnel, beginning at the top, are 
made that will bring the 
organization back to its original 
intent and purpose..." 


Simmons' original proposal, 


which was tabled last Monday for 
lack of a seconding vote, called 
for the immediate withdrawal of 
both the designation and spon- 
sorship by the county of the 
NCAC. Commenting at that time 
on his original proposal, he said 
that the NCAC had engaged 
directly and indirectly in various 
.political activities which was a 
violation of its original charter. 


Friday's revised resolution 


states that "all or most of the 
people originally involved (in the 
NCAC) 
have 
expressed 


dissatisfaction and disagreement 
with many of those outside ac- 
tivities and are now disillusioned 
with said present operation." 


Simmons would not elaborate 


on the resolution when contacted 
Monday morning, saying that the 
commissioners had agreed to 


make "no outside comment until 
such time as the board is together 
as a body." 


NCAC Executive Director 


Jerome Vacek also declined 
comment. 


Copies of the resolution were 


mailed Saturday by County Clerk 
Clvye Riddels to Vacek, NCAC's 
board of directors, Office of 
Economic Opportunity offices in 
Dallas and Washington, Gov. 
Preston Smith, Rep. Olin Teague, 
and Senators Lloyd Bentsen and
